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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 16-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

As per claim 16, the recitation "a carrier medium comprising one or more data 
structures representing a floating point unit" in the preamble is indefinite as to how data 
structures can represent a physical structure such as a floating point unit. The term 
"representing" appears to be misdescriptive since the data structure as disclosed on page 22 
and 23 are mere descriptive information. Therefore, the term "representing" should be 
changed to "describing" to overcome the problem. 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 16-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 16-18 are directed to a carrier medium that clearly covers transmission media 
and signals which are not tangible products, and thus are directed non-statutory subject matter. 
Further, since the data structures in the carrier medium, as disclosed, are descriptive 
information of a floating point unit, the claimed data structures clearly covers nonfunctional 
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descriptive material that merely describes the floating point unit. Such nonfunctional 
descriptive material are held non statutory even recorded on a computer readable medium. 

4. Claims 1-15 are allowed.
